HOW TO PREVENT A SUNSTROKE, 


The list of the deaths and prostrations from 
the heat yesterday was larger than those of 
Monday or Sunday, owing presumably to the 
protracted heat of the last few days rather 
than to the temperature of yesterday, which 
was one degree eooler at the maximum than 
the maxiroum of Monday. Seventeen 
died and sixty-eight were pros- 
trated as a result of the heat 
@uring the day. This was by no means a com- 
plete record of the prostrations resulting from 
the terrible heat. There were, in the opinion of 
the health authorities, probably three times 
as many people overcume by heat as were re- 

tted to the office. In all cases where people 


could be got home without the intervention of 


the police it was done, and this makes the list 
necéssarily incomplete. Following is the list 
of dead and prostrated:

BLEW UP THE SEWER. 


GAS CAUSES THE LOSS OF SEVEN 
LIVES AT ST. LOUIS. 


Refuse from the Oil Fire, Ignited by a 
Spark, Wrecks a Wholesale Liquor 
House and a Portion of the Union Depot 
—~Bodies Seen Floating Down the Sewer 
—Several Persons Are Badly Hurt by 
the Falling of the Buildings—The Force 
of the Explosion Felt for Many Blocks, 


Sr. Lours, Mo.; July 26.—[Special.]—The 
most terrific explosion in the history of St. 
Louis occurred at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
Four people are known to have been killed, 
a half dozen are believed to be dying, and 
scores were badly hurt. Mill Creek sewer, the 
biggest in the city, 12 feet high at the key- 
stone and 15 feet wide, blew up for a length 
of almost one half of a mile, extending from 
under the Waters-Pierce oil plant to the river. 
A vast yawning chasm 20 feet deep and 
equally wide was opened as by an earthquake 
fron Twelfth street to the river, tumbling 
down houses, stores, and sheds, engulfimga 
portion of the cars and railroad tracks in the 
Union Depot yards, under which the sewer 
ran, and sweeping to death in its noisome

The cause of the explosion was a spontanc- 
ous combustion of gas, formed from the oil 
and gasoline that ran into the sewer at the 
time of the Waters-Pierce Oil Works fire, when 
several tanks were blown up and their con- 
tents ran into the sewer through the 
drainage pipes in the oil works yards. 
The high stage of the river had 
made it impossible for the sewer to carry off 
this surplus, and the theory is that sparks 
from some passingengine dropping. into the 
sewer through air-holes ignited the oil. 
Three reports like the sounds of cannonade 
and a shock as of an earthquake were the first 
intimation the dity had of the catastrophe. 
Immediately following the reports the earth 
opened in a chasm for twelve blocks, and out 
of the opening ‘poured the stifling fumes of 
the gas. 

At No. 1014 South Fourth street the wholesale 
liquor house of Carl Fuchs, a three-story 
brick structure, was lifted bodily into the air 
and tumbled back into the sewer amass of 
débris. This was the work of the first of the 
three explosions, Instantly followed the sec- 
ond and third and a freight-train in the yard 
and 500 feet of track were next in- 
gulfed. The force of the explosion was 
terrific. Mill Creek sewer 1s built) of arched 
stone eighteen inches thick and these were 
hurled 100 feet into the air, and for two blocks 
to either side for forty feet from beth sides of 
the sewer the earth was seamed with rents and 
buildings half a block away were cracked. 

Standing at the bar of Fuchs’ liquor-house 
at the time of the explosion were four or six 
men besides the bartender, Charles Miller, and 
proprietor, Carl) Fuchs. They were all lifted 
up and hurled back, only to fall into the sew- 
er, its stream of filth carrying them swiftly 
away. Of these men only one escaped alive. 
He was carried two blocks to Second street, 
where he was rescued through an opening the 
explosion had blown in the pavement. He was 
almost suffocated and insensible. 

Up-stairs over the liquor house lived the 
family of Josdph Tempe. Mrs. Tempe and 
two children were seated on the rear porch 
and were hurled fifty feet away into an alley. 
Mrs. Tempe received injuries from which she 
died at 11 o’clock, the children escaping with 
bruises. Mr. Tempe escaped unhurt.

None of the bodies havé yet been recovered 
although the whole ‘fire department and 
salvage corpse force are at work. The bodies 
of the victims were either swept inte the river 
or else lie buried under the wreck of the 
Fuchs building.’ No accurate idea of the 
losses can be given tonight, but it will exceed 
$100,000 without including the reconstruction 
of the sewer. 

It is said that 4 number of railroad men are 
beneath the wreck ot freight-cars which were 
being shunted atthe time of the explosion.

GERMANS WILL ERECT A MONUMENT. 


The Plans Adopted by Them for a Beauti- 
ful One Designed by a Local Artist. 

Mitwavukesr, Wis., July 26.—-[Special |—A 
committee’ representing the German-Amer- 
icans of Milwaukee who are to erect a mont- 
ment in this city has selected the design 
submitted by Alvis Loehr, a local artist. In 
his design Mr. Loehr has employed the.idea 
of placing his central group of figures within 
asemicircular structure, or hemucycle, as he 
terms it in the specificatéonus submitted tu the 
committee. The central group in the design 
represents Coiumbia taking three German 
immigrants—husband, wife, and child—under 
her protection. Below this and near the 
base of the pedestal are the figures of 
a mechanic and a German damsel. 
The hemi-cycle is to spritig directly from the 
pedestal on either side, and 1s to be orna 
mented with portrait busts of Gen. Steuben, 
De Kalb, Muehlenberg, Roebling, the designer 
of the Brooklyn bridge, Carl Schurz, and 
Gen. Sigel. These groups of busts will be 
flanked by two large figures. one representing 
a German farmer with seythe in hand, and 
the other a turner with a fencing foil. There 
is also to be a series of pictures in relief illus- 
trating the part taken by Germans in the de- 
velopment of America, The whole is to be 
approached by a flight of stone steps. The 
figures are all designed to be of bronze and 
the pedestal of granite, which will also be 
used in constructing the hemi-cycle, except 
that it will terminate in carved sandstone col- 
umns, upon which the figures of the farmer 
and the turner will be placed, The estimated 
cost of the monument is $25,000. The whole 
design 1s characteristic of German art. 


PENNSYLVANIA GERMAN SAENGERFEST. 


The Second Day of the Meeting Is One of 
Great Success—At the Banquet.

THE FINAL REPORT ON THE FUNDS 
HAS BEEN MADE, 


What Will Be Paid to the Various Estates 
of Those Who Fought the Case—Re- 
wards for the Persistent Efforts of the 
Lawyers and Advocates—Interesting 
Figures Shown by the Tabulated State- 
ment of Claims Which Are Approved 
and Which Must Yet Be Settled, 

New Orweans, La., July 26.—[Special. |— 
As far as the City of New Orleans is con- 
cerned, the Gaines case is a thing of the past. 
On Monday W. W. Whitney, the administra- 
tor of the estate, received a check for $923,788 
in full settlement of the city’s indebtedness, 
yesterday he filed his account in the Civil 
District Court, and within a few days following 
the expiration of the judicial limit for filmg 
opposition the various creditors will, with but 
few exceptions, receive the full amount of 
their claims. The composition of the city’s 
indebtednees to the Gaines estate is ‘best told 
in the following statement, which served as 
the basis for settlement:

THE SEA OTTER INDUSTRY KILLED. 


Government Cutters Seize Commercial 
Company Schooners. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 26.—[Special. ]— 
Special correspondence from Bering Sea says 
that the patrol squadron of United States 
revenue cutters and cruisers besides chasing 
seal poachers is breaking up the lucrative in- 
dustry of hunting sea otters. The steam 
schooner Jennie and theschooners Kodiak and 
Lettie, owned by the Alaska Commercial com- 
pany of San Francisco have been seized by 
the Mohican and sent with their crews to 
Sitka. The native hunters were allowed to go 
home. This course surprises the whites and 
alarms the natives. This industry, now pro- 
hibited, furnished the sole support of the 
Aleutian Indians; without it they must have 
government aid or starve. Rumors from the 
west reach Sitka of exciting events in the 
chase of seal poachers. The schooner Wiliard 
Ainsworth was searched. by the Mohican and 
allowed to proceed. The Mchican lost tifty 
feet of its keel by striking a hidden rock, It 
is now at Port Etches in Prince William 
Sound watching the movements of the poach- 
ers which had rendezvoused there. Fighting 
Bob Evans discovered the plan and check- 
mated it by seizing the Coquitlam. The 
sealers are in a bad plight—they have big 
eargoes of skins and dare not try to ship 
them. To take them back into the Bering 
would mean the loss of vesseis and skins, so 
there is nothing left but to go to Victoria and 
miss the rest of the season.

ASPHALT PAVING COMPANIES EXCITED. 


Charges Made Against Each Other by the 
Standard and the Barber. 

The session of the West Park Board yester- 
day was ofa lively character. In its report 
on the bids for the paving with asphalt of 
Warren avenue, Fortieth street, and Washing- 
ton boulevard west of Garfield Park, the Im- 
provement committee recommended the two 
bidders, the Standard Paving company and 
the Barber Asphalt company, the former being 
the lowest bidder by 15 cents a square yard. 
Commissioner Mason said he had been noti- 
fied that the Barber company intended to con- 
test the right of the Standard company to re- 
ceive the contract. George L. Thatcher pre- 
sented letters showing that the Standard com- 
pany had a fully paid-up stock of $50,000, had 
in shipment 1,100,000 tons of ground asphalt 
from Trinidad, and had also three plants at 
its command. 

E. R. Cox for the Barber. company pre- 
sented a petition for nine residents on Warren 
avenue asking that the work be done by his 
company. He also brought forward state- 
ments to the effect that the Standard com- 
pany was nota legal corporation at the time 
it filed its bids, having only filed letters of in- 
corporation the day previous; that it had no 
plant, was not intending to cornplete the 
work had not fulfilled the original specifica- 
tions, as it had not and could not get asphalt 
from Pitch Lake, Trinidad. 

Mr. Thatcher replied to these charges at 
great length in an excited manner, accusing 
Mr. Cox of bringing forwagd a “ tissue of 
lies.”’ He denied all Mr. Cox had said. After 
an excited discussion between the members of 
the board Commissioner Billings moved to 
award the contract to the lowest bidder, the 
Standard company. This motion was lost by 
this vote: Yeas—Billings, Blount, Kralovec. 
Nays—Mason, Weinhardt, Thompson. Com- 
ynissioner Biount made a motion to adjourn, 
which was carried. 

The highest bid for the purchase of the 
$500,000 of West Chicago bonds was made by 
the North American Loan and Trust company, 
$1.04 122-1000 and accrued interest. It was 
referred to the Finance committee with power 
to act. 

The following contracts were awarded for 
improvements on Warren avenue, Fortieth 
street, and Washington boulevard west of 
Gartield Park: 

Curb and gutter, the Hammel company, 64 95-100 
cents a lineal fout. 

Composition sidewalks; same contractors, 14 
45-100 cents a square foot.

Cook was identified at police headquarters 
this morning by’ representatives of Lindo 
Bros., Samuel Hammond, and Squires & Son, 
all of whom he has swindled. He got a watch 
from Lind» Bros. July 2 worth $250. He also

PRESENTED:THE ASTOR WILL. 


It Is Offered for Probate—The Inheritance 
Tax. 

New York, July 26.—|Special.|—The will 
of the late Williant Astor was admitted to pro- 
bate in the Surrogate’s office today. The ex- 
ecutors, Messrs. John Jacob Astor, Philip 
Kissam, Henry Day, and William Cruik- 
shank, appeared before Chief Clerk Tinney, 
and the formalities were gone through with. 
Mr. ‘Tinney said that the will and 
codicils had been in the office since 
Friday last, but~ that Surrogate Ran- 
som was on his vacation and nothing could 
be done until today, when he returned. 
The executors will at once ask for’ the 
appointment of appraisers, whose duty it will 
be to value the large real and personal estate 
of the dead millionaire. Owing to the vast 
amount of real estate owned by Mr. Astor 
this task will be anything but an easy one and 
there is no telling when the work will be fin- 
ished, When finished a report of the condi- 
tion of the estate will be turned over to the 
surrogate. No estimate as to the value of the 
property owned by the testator could be made 
by the executors. | 

It was stated at the Controiler’s office that 
no estimate of the State tax on the estate 
could be made untilit was settled up. The 
real property all goes to the direct heirs and 
no tax can be levied on that part of the estate. 
There is a tax of 1 percent on the personal 
property which was left to the direct heirs, 
and on the personal property to the collateral 
heirs a tax of 5 per cent is due. The bequests 
taxed under the latter division amount to less 
than $100,000. The tax on this, therefore, is 
$5,000. The personal property left by Mr. 
Astor is estimated at $20,000,000, and the State 
tax would be $200,000, so that the whole tax 
levied by the State would be $205,000 
These legacies are exempt from taxa- 
tion: Firemen’s Beneficial fund, $10,000;

CRACKER BAKERY DESTROYED, 


Dangerous Fire, Which Calls Out All 
Available Men—Narrow Escapes. 

New York, July 26.—[Special. |—One of the 
most dangerous fires with which the depart- 
ment of the. city has had to deal occurred a 
few minutes after 6 o’clock, this morning. 
One wing of the six-story brick building of 
the New York Cracker company’s structures, 
which occupy the block bounded by Fifteenth 
street, Tenth avenue, the North River, and 
Sixteenth street, was gutted. A large quan- 
tity of valuable machinery was ruined and 
10,000 barrels of flour .in the cellar was de- 
stroyed. The loss is estimated by Chief Borner 
at $200,000. The police estimate is $500,000 
What caused the fire is unknewn. Four 
alarms were turned in for the first time since 
the Hotel Royal disaster. 

The buildings form one of the largest factory 
properties in the city. The owners—the New 
York Cracker and Biscuit company—com- 
prise the firms of Holmes & Couttes, Van 
Derver & Holmes, Holmes, Gilmore & Co., 
Auger Bros., and Edward Field & Ducker. 
The factory has a capacity of manufacturing 
1,000 barrels of crackers a day and 250 men, 
boys, and girls are employed. The heat was 
intense and several ladders were burned while 
the firemen were on them. 

Water tower No. 6 was at work in Tenth 
avenue under the personal supervision of 
Chief Bonner. Suddenly there was a sound 
of breaking iron. Chief Bonner looked up 
and saw the water tower pipes falling toward 
him. He leaped to one side just as a ton of 
iron fell at his feet. Several firemen were

CHICAGO RAILROAD PROPERTY ASSESSED 
TOO LOW. 

Ald, O’Neill introduced in the Council night 
before last a statement in reference to the 
valuation of railroad property in this city for 
purposes of taxation from which it appears 
that the assessed valuation is only eleven mull- 
ion dollars, while if put up for sale it 1s al- 
leged that it would bring $500,000,000. Fol- 
lowing are soine of the more striking in- 
stances of astonishing undervaluation: 

‘The Michigan Central has four acres on South 

Water street, east of Michigan avenue, valued at 
$17,200, while you could not buy 9.4 feet for that 
sum. 
. The Chicago and Northern Pacific railway re- 
turns its property east of the river, land, $109,- 
800; improvements, $81,000; while the Real-Estate 
Board places the value of the land at over $4,000,- 
000 and claimm the depot to have cost $1,250,000, 

The Pennsylvania company returns the land 
between Madison. Adams, Canal, and the river 
at $69,600, depot $111,000, while the Real-Estate 
Board values the land at over $1,500,000. 

The Chicago and Eastern Lilinois railroad ré- 
turns the block between Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets, Custom-Hoeuse place and Clark streets: 
Land, $26,000: improvements, $6,000. The Real- 
Estate Board values the same at over $1,300,000, 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad, 
all property north of Twenty-second street, at 
$336,000, while the Valuation committee of the 
Chicago Real-Estate Board places the valuation 
at ‘over $14,000,000, 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, 
block between Polk, Taylor, Plymouth and Cus- 
tom-House places on which Dearborn station is 
situated, returned by the company: Land, $42,200; 
improvements, $43,750; while the next west, with 
poor improvements, is assessed $160,000. All prop- 
erty north of Twenty-second street is returned at 
$350,000, including improvements, while the 
Valuation paamaitton values the land at over 
$9.000,000, 

It is probable that the half a billion esti- 
mate of the Real-Estate Board is much too 
high. Nor must it be forgotten that the as- 
sessment is on a basis of not more than a 
quarter of the cash value, so that the eleven 
millions stand for at least forty-four millions. 

When the Council returns from its vacation 
it ought to take up this subject and find out 
why it is that the railroads owning so much 
pay so little and yet are unwillmg to do any- 
thing they can possibly help’to make human 
life safe at street crossings. The city is so 
much in need of money that it cannot afford 
to encourage railroad taxdodging. For every 
dollar uf property placed on the assessment 
rolls the city can collect two cents. Were the 
railroad assessinent raised to fifty millions, 
representing an actual value of something 
over $200,000,000 of property, the city would 
collect an extra tax of $800,000 a year. 

The Council should find out also why these 
assessments of railroad property are so extraor- 
dinarily low. The fault doubtless lies with 
| the State Board of Equalization by which 
nearly all the work is done and which has ex- 
clusive control of the valuation of “ railroad 
track,’’ a term which the railroads endeavor 
to have applied to their depots, switch-yards, 
machine shops, and grounds. The local as- 
sessors are required to assess “ali other real 
estate.”” Possibly they do, but the State 
Board in making up its assessment appears 
to be governed exclusively by the returns 
made by the railroad companies. They are 
required to send in claborate schedules to the 
county clerks and the board appears to make 
them the basis of its work. That is to say, 
the roads practically assess themselves and 
naturally they do it as miJdly-as possible. 

The State Board will méet next mdnth for 
the purpose of equalizing this year’s assess- 
ment., Will the four members from this 
county give their attention to this important 
subject and see to it that the property of the 
Chicago roads, which is worth in the aggre- 
gate a hundred times what it cost them, is 
made to bear its due share of taxation? It is 
fully protected and should pay for that pro- 
tection. 


FREE TRADE TO BE THE SOLE ISSUE. 

» In talking over the political situation with a 
Trisuxet reporter on his arrival here from the 
East Mr. Adlai E. Stevenson said “the tariff 
question 18 the most important one in this 
campaign, and I think, although the platform 
plank may not have exactly suited some, that 
no votes will be lost by it to the Democratic 
party.” 

When asked if the school question would 
cut any figure in this State he replied: ** There 
**is some talk about it, but in the State as in 
“the Nation the tariff question is to be the 
“main one.”’?’ Mr. Stevenson has not heard 
of Mr. W. Hesing’s army of 25,000 Republican 
German Lutherans, protectionists, who are to 
bolt Harrison and go for Cleveland and free 
trade on account of the school question. 

It is evident that while Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. Stevenson were in secret communion on 
the shores of Buzzard’s Bay the latter was 
given the instructions by which to guide his 
course during the campaign. Not long after 
his nomination Mr. Stevenson was interviewed 
at Bloomington by the reporter of a New 
York Democratic paper. At that time he was 
full of the “force bill’ bugaboo. He said 
that the protection of the tender and weak 
Southern Caucasian from the domination of the 
powerful and ferocious African wes the great 
object to be gained by the election of Cleve- 
land. The tariff seemed to him then a second- 
ary matter, which could take its time. 

But he has heard from Mr. Cleveland, and 
deciares now that the great issue is free trade 
and atariff for revenue only, as set forth ex- 
plicitly in the platform and even more ex- 
plicitly by Mr. Cleveland in his acceptance 
speech.

CANADA’S COMMERCIAL BLUNDERS. 

The Canadian effort to discriminate in favor 
of its own ports by making rebates on grain 
cargoes consigned to Canadian ports below 
the Welland Canal is in line with other ele- 
ments of a policy outlined some months ago. 
Its government tried recently to preémpt the 
evtire trade of the British West Indies and 
British Guiana, ‘to the total exclusion of the 
United States.” This declaration was made 
by Mr. Foster, its Minister of Finance, who 
visited those countries, making propositions 
in personal conference and at public meetings 
for reciprocal relations between those lands 
and Canada. He proposed to admit the sugar 
and other products of the colonies free 
to the Wominion in return for special 
and exclusive privileges to the Cana- 
dian exporter. But the West India peo- 
ples appealed to did not see any great advan- 
tage to be gained by sacrificing the commercial 
patronage of 66,000,000 inhabitants of the 
United States in order to gain exclusive trade 
with 5,000,000 Canucks farther off, So they 
declined the offer, and directly afterwards 


entered into reciprocal trade relations with 


Secretary Blaine. They would have been 
foolish to do otherwise. It is stated that Bar- 
badoes sells 87 por cent of its surplus product 
to this country, and that 80 per cent of the 
large increase in the trade of the Bahamas 
last year was with the United States. The 
purely Canadian goods exported last year by 
Canada to British West Indies and British 
Guiana were valuea at only $1,953,000, and its 
imports from those sources at $1,385,000. 
The United States did about twenty times as 
much business with those countries, and it is 
reasonable to expect that under the new ar- 
rangemeuts the disproportion will widen fur- 
ther. 

The Canadian prospect for trade with Cuba 
and Puerto Rico is still worse. When the Brit- 
ish treaty came to an end July 1, 1892, 
Canada began to export under the minimum 


Spanish tariff of 1892. But Mr. Foster has | 


openly stated that it does not obtain as good 
terms there as the United States does, 
though getting as good terms as any other 
country than ours. Spain has two tariffs, a 
maximum for imports from coufftries | that 
have no treaties with Spain, and a minimum 
for some countries that have treaties and 
make some concessions on Spanish imports. 
But on about eighty-five classes of imports 
there is no difference between the two scales, 
and in almost all of these the duties are two to 
to three times higher than under. the 
former tariff of 1882. And to apyjlica- 
tions for change Spain has declared that it 
will only make treaties of reciprocity in 
futire, and will not include its colonies in such 
treaties, but make special treaties | for them, 
that it will have no more ‘favored nation ’’ 
business, and will only make concessicns for 
equivalent reductions on Spanish imports. 
So there is no chance for Canada in|this direc- 
tion any more than in some others in which it 
has failed to carry out a program resolved on. 
It has gained nothing and has nothing to gain 
by “monkeying”’ with its United States 
treaties, and its statesmen vught by this time 
to be wise enough tu see that its best chances 
for commercial success are in cultivating 
friendly relations with the United States, not 
in trying to cheat both in the letter and the 
spirit of agreements with its powerful and 
presperous paigmbor.

PATTI’S ‘FAREWELLING. 

A familiar note comes from Craig-y-Nos— 
one the American people often have heard be- 
fore and one they will continue ‘to hear for 
many a year to come. It is the voice of Mme. 
Patti singing that same old chestnutty song 
of one more last farewell tour of the United 
States. Mme. Patti hag been making fare- 
well tours of this country these last half dozen 
years, and éach one has been the Jast, posi- 
tively the last. Each one would have been the 
‘last had the receipts fallen off, but for some 
inscrutable reason they do not, and this in- 
duces Mme. Patti to tear herself away from 
home, to go through the agony of another 
heart-rending farewell, to shed briny tears of 
sorrow, and gather in another fat installment 
of American dollars. And this she will con- 
tinue doing, probably, to the end of the cent- 
ury. She is the fin desiécle singer of her 
time. She may even come up, resolutely if 
not freshly, persistently if not tunefully, in 
the next century and begin a new career even 
in her old age, fcr as long as there is an 
American dollar in sight she will make the 
effort to reach for it, painful as it may be to 
her. 

It apparently makes little difference that 
Mme. Patti’s repertory is shrinking down to 
a few threadbare tunes which have become 
rusty and frayed bylong and constant service. 
It seems to make no difference that each time 
she comes to say farewell and express her 
grief she sings worse than she did before. The 
worse she sings the more she charges, the 
more she laments, the more the people mourn, 
and the more freely they pour out their ducats 
to assuage her sweet sorrow at parting. As 
Mme. Patti is still of robust constitution, ap- 
parently has many years before her, and her 
love of money grows by what it feeds upon, 
there is apparently no reason why she should 
not keep on farewelling for twenty- 
five years to come, which will bring her to 
the year of grace 1917, by which time 
she may not have more than one tune left, 
and that only the ghost of a tune, but that 
tune will be utilized so long as it can raise a 
dollar. Anna Bishop and Ole Bull kept on 
farewelling until they were in the seventies 
and their heads were white. Then why should 
not Adelina and Nicolini indulge the same 
sorrowful and profitable practice? If the 
American peoplé love to pay for the privilege 
of saying .a last and fond farewell to this 
amiable couple every year it is not in human 
nature for them to resist the temptation of an 
annual display of grief, however wearing the 
process may be. It is to be hoped, however, 
they will make the parting as brief as possible 
each year and not proteng the agony.

MR. W. HESING FAILS TO GIVE HIS AU- 
THORITY. 

Tue Tarsune asked Mr, Washington Hesing 
for his authority for transferring 25,000 pro- 
tection German Lutherans of Illinois to the 
free trader Cleveland, as he assumed to do 
when he met him at New York. This paper 
wanted te know what it was that had so sudden- 
ly changed these 25,000 lifelong protection Ger® 
mans into radical free traders, and when it 
was they had turned their coats on the tariff 
question, and when atid where they had em- 
powered Mr, Washington Hesing, a Roman 
Catholic and the disciple of the free trade 
ultraist, Prof. Sumner, as he,confesses in his 
interview, to make a pilgrimage to New York 
City, the headquarters of Tammany, to deliver 
the deed transferring these 25,000 old Ger- 
man Republicans to the New York Wall street 
free trader. 

His reply in an interview in an evening 
paper is: 

I grant that they [the 25,000 protection Repub- 
lican Lutherans} have not declared in favor of 
Mr. Cleveland, but the policy of Mr. Cleveland, 
his well-known position on this important ques- 
tion, his conservative business administration, 
have so endeared him tothe Germans that I am 


satisfied a very large percentage of them [the 
Gerntan Lutherans] will vote for him. 


And that is all the basis he has for his flam- 
boyant transfer of 25,000 Republican protec- 
tion German Lutherans and the Electoral vote 
of I!linois to the ultra free trader Cleveland. 
He does not venture tosay that they have be- 
come free traders. 

Mr. W. Hesing assumes that these 25,000 
men, choking down their hatred of Cleve- 
land’s free trade ideas, will vote for him be- 
cause of “his well-known position on; this im- 
portant [school| quesiion.”” What does he 
know of Cleveland’s. position on that [Illinois 
school law] question? Has he any authority 
from the Presidential candidate to express 
his opinions? He knows absolutely nothing. 
The ex-President has never written nor 
spoken a word on the subject. The question 
is not a national but purely a local one, and 
had nothing whatever ‘to do with the Presi- 
dency. The position of Cleveland is precisely 
the same as that of Harrison—that the ques- 
tion, if it exists, is one to be settled by LIiii- 
nois without the interference of Fed- 
eral authority or the imtermeddling of candi- 
dates for Federal offices. 

Mr. W. Hesing’s intefview is, in substance, 
an admission that he went off at half-cock, 
and that he had no authority to transfer a 
single protection German Lutheran to the 
Buzzard’s Bay free trader or to speak dor 
them on any point, When they learn that an 
attempt nas been made to baptize them into 
the Democratic church, and that Mr. Wash- 
ington Hesing, who is not a Lutheran, under- 
took to act as sponsor for them and to prom- 
ise and vow in their name that they should re- 
nounce Republicanism ahd protection and be- 
cone faithful followers of the free trade Dem- 
ocrat, Cleveland, they will repudiate the latter 
and all his works much more energetically 
than Tae Trreune has done it for them.

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HOT BUT GOOD CORN WEATHER. 

The weather is always a test of human con- 
sistency. Chicago and the West generally had 
a long, wet, cold spring with the accompani- 
ment of weeks of drenching rains, overwhelm- 
ing floods, furious tornadoes, and other vari- 
eties of wind storms, cloudbursts, waterspouts, 
and cold days and nights requiring fires for 
comfort. From the tenth of March to the 
tenth of July there was scarcely a day that 
gave any sign of genial spring, much less of its 
“ethereal ‘mildness.”” Under such circum- 
stances it is not strange that people repined, 
that they spoke sarcastically of Jupiter Plu- 
vius and taunted the weather clerks with ig- 
norance of their business, and dismally proph- 
esied that the crops would be ruined and that 
there was not heat enough for the corn, the 
oats, and the spring wheat. 

The powers above, however, have listened 
to human grumbling and been touched by it. 
They have done their best to make amends 
for their past shortcomings and have rallied 
enthusiastically to save the corn. They have 
sent us three days of absolutely perfect corn 
weather. All over the broad prairies of the 
West the corn has been making up for lost 
time. It has been sprinting and plunging at 
breakneck speed. It has rustled, juinped, and 
cracked in its eagerness to get ahead, The 
farmers can see it grow and hear it grow. It 
beats pumpkin-vines out of sight. It is the 
perfect and ideal corn weather. And yet 
these same persons who grumbled at three 
months of anti-corn weather are now grum- 
bling at only three days of corn weather! 
No one is satisfied. Every one is praying 
Jupiter to moderate the fervor of the 
sun’s rays. It shows the unreasonable- 
ness of people. Do they not understand 
that this is weather for corn and 
nor for humans, and that corn is as necessary 
as human comfort, even more so. We can 
get along without comfort, but we must have 
corn. It people would regard this subject 
with a little more philosophy and with the 
satisfied spirit of the shepherd of Salisbury 
Plain they would be much happier. Let 
them reflect that they can keep cool if they 
will not worry, if they will avoid ice-cold and 
red-hot drinks, and if they will keep on the 
shady side of the street, but remember that 
the corn must have this kind of weather. 
Even if they suffer a little the corn is bound- 
ing ahead like a young roe. Let them be rea- 
sonable. 
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CAN HE VETO ‘IT?

Mr. Washington Hesing’s Assumed Kole. 
Milwaukee Sentinei: Among the Chicago 
Democrats who went. to New York last week to 
persuade the Democratic National committee to 
establish a Western headquarters in Chicago 
was Mr. Washington Hesing, who called on Mr. 
Cleveland and assumed te pledge the German 
Lutherans of Illinois to support.the free trade 
candidate.

HOW BISMARCK TOOK HIS LEAVE. 


A Friend Telis of the Interview That Led 
to the Chancellor's Resignation, 

Gexeva, July 26.—The newspaper Genevois 
“publishes an interesting statement made by 
a triend of Prince Bismarck, who is a great 
novelist and historian, but whose name is not 
revealed. The friend says that'he entered 
Prince Bismarck’s study the day of the rupt- 
ure between the Prince and the Emperor. 
Bismarck, trembling with agitation, was 
walking the room muttering imprecations. 
When he saw his friend Bismarck exclaimed: 
The Emperor has kicked me out, without eon- 
sideration—me the greatest servant of his grand- 
father and father. e asked for my written res- 
‘enation on the spot, but be shali not have it un- 
til tomorrow. even if his impatience over the de- 


lay causes bis death. 

When he became calm Bismarck explained 
that che Emperor had announced his inten- 
tion to attend a féte given by Dr. Windthorst, 
the Centrist leader. Bismarck begged the 
Emperor not to go, saying that his pres- 
ence would be regarded as condemnatory of 
the attitude of the Chancellor in the eyes of 
the Centrists, his bitterest enemies, while it 

- would cause great satisfaction to enemies of 
the Emperior and would be an overt repudia- 
tion of the Chancellor. 

The Emperor answered brusquely and dis- 
dainfully, stamping one foot. ‘‘Are you go- 
ing to dictate my ery bill of fare?’’ he asked. 
Bismarck 1eplied: ‘* Then I must resign.”’ 
- “T accept vour fesignation,” said the Em- 
peror. “‘You may retire. Send me your 
resignation in writing.’’ 

- Bismarck then withdrew, but he obstinately 
refused to send in his resignation untjl the 
next day. :

SILVER LEAGUE CONVENTION MEETS.- 


Colorado Leaders Want a Straight Ticket— 
Weaver Makes a Speech, 

Denver, Colo., July 26.—The first cofven- 
tion of the State Silver League assembled in 
the Chamber of Commerce this morn- 
ing for the purpose of nominatin 
a State ticket and four Presidentia 
Electors. M. H. Slater, President of the 
League, has published a letter in which he 
recommends that the convention nominate 
Electors pledged to cast their vote for no 
Presidential candidate who will not publicly 
declare himself in favor of free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. They hope by this means 
to force either President Harrison or Mr. 
Cleveland to declare hiinself, and’in case they 
do not they expect to carry Colorado, Idabo, 
and three or four other Western States, and 
throw the election of President into the House 
of Representatives. 

The assemblage was organized at 11 o’clock 
by the election of C. I. Thompson of Aspen 
Temporary Chairman and L. C. Paddock of 
Boulder Secretary. The various committees 
were appounted, and an invitation extended 
to Gen. Weaver to address them this afternoon, 
after which a recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 

Gen. Weaver was unable to address the con- 
vention in the afternoon on account of lmit- 
ed time, but he made a speech at night in the 
Coiiseum. The hall containing 2,000 was too 
small and Mrs. Lease addressed the overflow 
on the street. 

Gen. Weaver talked mostly about silver be- 
cause it is upon that issue alone that his 

arty can hope to carry the State. 
‘Heretofore the party has never polled 
over 6,000 votes in Colorado.

BRIDGE FOR HALSTED STREET. 


Commissioner Aldrich Will Call for Bids 
Despite the Drainage Board’s Plans. 

It is not likely that there will be any agree- 
ment between the city authorities and the 
Sanitary District Board in relation to the pro- 
posed bridge over the river at Halsted street. 
The committee of the Drainage Board, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Wenter, Boldenweck, and 
Cooley, waited on Commissioner Aldrich yes- 
terday to discuss the subject. They had no 
well defined plan. They told the Commissioner 
of Public Works that it would be a good idea 
to put up a temporary bridge just now, but 
that it would be a waste of public money to 
put up a permanent and costly structure, in- 
asmuch as the board proposed to widen the 
river below Sixteenth street to a width of 250 
feet and to deepen it so that the bottom will 
be twenty-five feet below the present street 
level, if not more. They had no definite plan 
as to the character of the temporary structure. 

They had much, however, to say about 
widening the river and deepening it below Six- 
teenth street, and for the first tirne they made 
a public statement as to their plan for supply- 
ing the drainage channel with that 300,000 
cubic feet of lake water. Their plan is to run 
an open ditch from the lake alung Sixteenth 
street to feed the widened channel below that 
point. On Commissioner Aldrich represent- 
ing to them that that scheme would be rather 
costly, one Of the committee said they, ex- 
pected to get $10,000,000 from the United 
States government in aid-of the project. They 
were also sure that the government would 
take charge of the outer harbor and develop 


it. 

Commissioner Aldrich could see nothing 
satisfactory in the talk and representations of 
the committee, and said, after they had de- 
parted: ‘‘We shall advertise for the con- 
struction of a double track, steam bridge with 
center pier, of the same’ length as the old 
bridge, as soon as the plans are perfected, 
which will probably be next week,”’

Billets Will No Longer Be Made at the 
Carnegie Duquesne Mill. 

Duquesne, Pa., July 24.—[ Special to The 
World. |—It is reported that exteusive altera- 
tions are soon to be made in the Bessemer 
steel plant of the Carnegie company at this 
place. The story is that the owners 
of the plant have decided to convert it 
into a steel rail manufacturing plant. Ali or- 
ders for billets have been canceled and no 
more will be made there. 

The plant when put in operation by the 
Allegheny Bessemer Steel company, which 
built it and after operating it for\a tine soid 
it to tne Carnegie company, manufactured 
nothing but rails, and was considered the fin- 
est improved steel-rail plant in the country. 

The purchasers of it soon turned it into a 
billet plant, and it hus simce been operated as 
such.

TO USE EXPLOSIVES. 
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HOMESTEAD STRIKERS THREATEN 
TO BLOW UP THE MILLS. 


A Member of the Advisory Committee Says 
They Will Prevent the Mills from Being 


Operated by Non-Union Men at All, 


Hazards—O’Donnell Is Going Away— 
Berkmann’s Accom plices Supposed to Be 
Under Arrest—One of Them Captured at 
Long Branch and Another at Alleghany. 

Homestgeap, Pa., July 26.—([Special.|— 
Since it has become evident that the Carnegie 
Steel company, under protection of the Na- 
tional Guard, is about successfully to operate 
its mills prominent members of the Advisory 
committee have been considering ways and 
means for preventing any successful working 
of the plant. One of the prominent members 
of this committee today said: ' 

“We will not, under any circumstances, 
permit those mills to run if there is any agen- 
cy which may be employed to prevent it. We 
have already selected men who will go into 
those mills as fast as they 2an secure employ- 
ment, who are instructed and sworn to carry 
out our orders in consummating the policy 
which we have ayreed upon. When we are 
sure there is no longer any hope for us our 
representatives in the mulls will place ex- 
plosives where they will do the most harm to 
machinery. We have definitely determined 
that these mills shall not be operated by non- 
union men, and one of the principal ways to 
prevent itis to either control or wreck the 
property, I might say a great deal more, but 
under the circumstances I have gone as far as 
I dare,”’ 

’ Donnell and his wife will leave tomorrow 
for some seaside resort which the young man 
will not name. He said today that he and his 
wife have been so worn by the work of the 
last three weeks that it is absolutely neces- 
sary for him to havea rest. Some members 
of the Advisory committee do not view 
©’Donnell’s decision to get away from 
Homestead favorably. Different construc- 
tions are placed by his own  peo- 
ple upon his desire to get away from 
here. He maintains that affairs are in better 
hands than his own, and that his work of the 
past fully entitles him to a rest. 

Other leaders in the Advisory committee 
say they can carry on the strike as well with- 
cut him, but say at the same time that they 
will continue to advise him and to receive 
instructions from him. , 


O'DONNELL TO RESIGN, 


Advisory Committee Dis- 
agree, 

HomesteapD, Pa., July 26.—It is quite likely 
Hugh O’Donnell will resign the Chairman- 
ship of the Advisory committe, if he has not 
already done so, and the indications are that 
the committee is now casting about for a new 
leader. The break vp was caused by the re- 
fusal of the committee to approve an almost 
unconditional surrender in the fight on hand. 
Mr. O’Donnell expressed himself an anxious 
for a settlement even if he had to be sacri- 


ficed. 

He authorized two newspaper men, F. D. 
Maderia of New York and Hampton Moore of 
Philadelphia, to see Supt. Potter and 
ascertain upon what terms the old men could 
return to work. When they had executed the 
commission O’Donnell wanted to bring them 
before the committee, but that body would 
not admit them. This rebuff undoubtedly 
will cause ©’ Donnell’s resignation, as he said 
he would resign if his colleagues did not .in- 
dorse his sentiments. 

The mediators called upon Supt. Potter and 
wanted to know upon what terms he would 
accept the old employdés. He said there was 
no vindictiveness in their dealings with the 
men, but they would not take back certain 
objectionable strife-makers under any circum- 
stances. No names were mentioned, but he 
said those against whom criminal charges had 
been preferred were among them. Even they 
may not be rejected if theinformations against. 
them proved incorrect. 

He further said that the men would not be 
‘questioned about membership in any organi- 
zation, but they would be required to sign an 
agreement as individuals fixing the scale of 
wages as based on the $23 billet rate. There 
would be no dealings with any association or 
committee except as provided in the agree- 
ment for a committee of workmen and offi- 
cials to ineet quarterly and fix the price of 
billets. No men in their employ would be 
discharged if the work was satisfactory. The 
mediators were assured that the places were 
being filled rapidly. 

The Advisory committee refused to admit 
the newspaper men, but said they would hear 
the report through the Chairman, This was 
refused, as they had no interest in the matter 
except to bring the two parties together. 
Supt. Potter Was informed of the result and 
expressed regrets, as the places of the 
old men were being rapidiy filled. Mr. Cur- 
ry, who was present, took occasion to deny 
the statement that Andrew Carnegie would 
interferé. He said thatin acablegram just 
received Mr. Carnegie éays he had no inten- 
tion of returning to America at present, and 
that he would not interfere with the manage- 
ment or interpose to settle the lockout.

AN ACCOMPLICE OF BERKMANN, 


Mollick, a Baker, Taken Into Custody at 
Long Branch, 

Lona Branca, N. J., July 26.—[Speciai. ]— 
Long Branch is excited today over the discov- 
ery of an alleged Anarchist baking the bread 
of peace in her midst. A dispatch from Pitts- 
burg last night to Chief Layton said: ‘* Hold 
a baker uamed Molliek at all hazards, impli- 
cated with Berkmann’ in Anarchist plot 
against officials at Homestead. The Chief 
prowled about all night, and at 4 this morn- 
ing placed his man in an old established 
bakery here, Kept by Peide. The arrest was 
made to Mollick’s surprise, and ali day long 
detectives, both professional and amateur, 
have been trying to get the prisoner to tell 
what he knows about anarchy and Berkmann. 

Chief of Police O’Mara of Pittsburg, who 
was in New York, was telegraphed for, and 
arrived. this afternoon, To him, as to all 
other questioners, Mollick tells a plausible 
story. He scraped an acquaintance with 
Berkmann, who is a fellow-countryman of his, 
in New York. Berkman lent hiin money and 
it was to repay aloan, and in reply to an 
urgent appeal,» from) him that he re- 
cently forwarded $6 by Adams’ Express 
to Berkmannin Pittsburg. It was through 
the receipt and forwarding slips that the com- 
nrunication between the two which has got 
Mollick into trouble was discovered. ‘The 
only important point reached so far is a pack- 
age of papers which was found im Mollick’s 
rooms, which are now in O’Mara’s possession 
and which he took to New York with him to- 
night to digest in secret, 

Mollick is apparently an Austro-Hungarian 
of fair education and considerable inteili- 
gence, dark complexion, hair and beard, 
about 40 years of age, and) 150 pounds weight.

HE IS BERKMANN’S COMPANION. 


A Rabid Anarchist Arrested in Allegheny 
—His Home an Arsenal, 

Pirrssvae, Pa., July 26.—The arrests of ¥. 
Moilick at Long Branch and H. Bauer in A)- 
legheny today, it is believed by the police, 
will greatly aid them in clearing the mystery 
that now surrounds the would-be assassin 
ana Anarchist Alexander Berkmann. Mollick 
is the man who sent Berkmann the money from 
Long Branch last week, and Bauer is the rec- 
ognized leader of the Anarchists in this sec- 
tion. He succeeded Herr Fricke upon the 
death of the latter two years ago, as the agent 
for the distribution of anarchistic literature, 
and the police have been watching him for 
gome months, 

He was arrested at his home, No. .73 Spring 
Garden avenue, Allegheny, at 10 o’clock this 
morning. Bauer showed no surprise when 
arrested, and took the matter coolly. He ad- 
mitted he was the agent here for the distribu- 
tion of anarchistic documegts, ana that he 
had sent the circulars to Miomestead which 
were ordered confisca y Gen. Snowden. 
He denied all knowledge of the attempt on 
Mr. Frick’s life, and says he had never met or 
heard of Berkmann until last week, when he 
met him at Knold’s house. There were two 
meetings, he said, each one by accident, and 
Berkmann told him be was here to get work.

Frick was shoter the dynamite cartridges 
with which Berkmann attempted to blow Fis 
own head off. Bauer 18 suspected of being 
the man who handed the package to Berkmann. 
Several persons saw the incident, and the de- 
scription of Berkmann’s companion they fur- 
nish fits Bauer to perfection, 

Upon the receipt of the news that Mollick 
had been captured Inspector McKelvey mete 
the necessary information before Judge 
Gripp, and a certified copy of it, together with 
the warrant for Mollick’s arrest, were sent to 
Supt. O’Mara at Long Branch. The informa- 
tion is in the usual form, and charges that F. 
Mollick of Long Branch was an accessory be- 
fore and after the fact to the felonious shoot- 
ing and stabbing of H. ©. Frick July 23. He 
will be brought here for trial. 

H. c. Frickeontinues to improve, and the 
physicians say if nothing unforeseen happens 
he will be out of danger in a few days. He is 
still conducting the affairs at Homestead from 
his home. 

Coroner McDowell resumed the inquest on 
the victims of the Homestead riot this after- 
noon and after a number of witnesses had 
been examined the inquest was adjourned un- 
til next Tuesday.

Jailer Tipton and Companions Killed in 
Kentucky—One Torn by Dogs. , 
Lovisvitte, Ky., July 26.—News was re- 
ceived at Mount Sterling this morning that 
Jailer Kavanaugh Tipton was shot in the head 
and died in a few hours near Frenchburg, 
eighteen Smiles east?’

Yesterday Jailer Tipton received a telegram 
from Madison County telling of the stealing 
that he had done. Mr. Tipton started after 
Hurley, taking with him Tom Howard, George 
Rayburn, and another man: Hurley was 
found in John Pett’s house, in Menifee Coun- 
ty, some.eighteen miles from bere. 

They surrounded the place, but a watch-dog 
made 86 much noise that they determined to 
enter the house. Tiptun tirst entered and sat 
down in achair. As Pett struck a match Tip- 
ton was shot through the head and killed by 
Hurley from under the bed. Howard then 
entered and the thief shot him in the fore- 
head, killing him instantly. Raybourn then 
entered the room and was shot in the shoulder. 
He rushed out into the yard and fell and 
vicious dogs tore him to pieces before Mr, 
Pett, the man of the house, could release him. 
The fourth man took to the woods. Hurley 
made his escape and the Sheriff and posse are 
scouring the country for him. Rayburn was 
alive at 4 o’clock.

FAST CIRCUIT HARNESS RACES. 


Robert J. Paces a Phenomenal Race-—-Lady 
Belle and Muta Wilkes Won. 
CLEVELAND, O., July 26.—{ Special.]—I¢ is rarely - 
that so many fast horses are together on one track 
as those now quartered on the famous grounds at 
Glenviile, but the contests which marked the be- 
ginning of the third grand circuit meeting this 
afternoon were one-sided, and two prondunced 
favorites landed two of the classes with little 
opposition. It was 4 trying day on horses and 
humanity, the hot wave being still at its height. 
For all that, the largest patronage that has greeted 
the first appearance of the sulkey stars was ac- 
corded them, indicating that the sensations of the 
next three days are sure to draw well. The track 
itself looked rather rough compared to what it 
usually is, but the horses proved it to be as fast 
as ever. and the shower of Sunday night did little 


harm. 

The pacers quite eclipsed the trotters by the fast 
heats put by the Buffalo crack, Robert J.; the av- 
erage being 2:13%4 for the three miles, one of them 
in 2:12%. 

Lady Belle, a gray mare from Kalamazoo, was 
the only trotter to get low 2:20, though the 
speedy young Californian, Muta Wilkes, was only 
a quarter of a second from that mark, with Myr- 
tle R. also close to it. 

Each class brought out a field of nine, and of 
the 2:21 trotters the selection was Katharing 8., on 
the strength of what she did at Detroit last Tues- 
day. The odds were 2 to 1 on the roan mate, but 
she was an expensive investment, being quite ont 
of form and having none of the speed she showed 
when she played with a strong field in 2:17% just 
a week ago. 

Pedro L. was thought ‘to be the dark horse, but 
the gelding could not carry his brush far enough 
in any heat to be first at the wire. After he had 
shot his bolt the first time, Lady Belle came very 
fast on the outside d was a neck ahead 
of Myrtle R. in 2:18%. The hedging odds were 5 
to 3against Katharine, and when Myrtle R. out- 
footed Pedro L. for the second heat in 2:21 it was 
2 to l agaiust the bay madre. She proved equal to 
two more good miles, reducing her record to 
2:20% in the third heat and landing the money 
quite easily in the fourth, 

The odds were 2 tol on Robert |J. for the 2:16 
pace, and the only time his success was in doubt 
was when he made a break early in the first heat 
and lost the pole to Gray Harry. The latter 
could not qneg the advantage Jong, and re g£O- 
ing to the half in 105% he dropped back and 


Robert J. had a clear lead at the distance, slow- 
ing up a little till Saladin rushed up 
and forced him out in 2:33. This is 


34 seconds faster than the gelding made at De- 
troit, but when Paul and El Monarch carried him 
along in turn for the second heat, he was equal to 
another mile in 2:12%; all quarters but the first 
were paced in 33 seconds. Paul made a last vain 
effort to dispute matters with the Buffalo flier 
in the third heat, but gaveit up, and Robert J. 
jogged ip in 2:144%. His heats are the threp fast- 
est of the year and stamp the little gelding asa 
coming sensation. 

Muta Wilkes was the tip for the 2:29 trot, with 
a few ols on Rose Filkins at 2 to 5 against the 
field. The California mare was much too fast 
for her eight opponents and was never extended 
in any part of the race. Lamont from Rhode 
Isiand was the only one near the Wilkes mare in 
the first two heats and Rose Filkins managed to 
get second place in the third. In the third beat 
Col. Kip finished third, bat was placed last for 
swerving on the homestretch.

Lake View is threatened with another water 
‘famine. This is not newin the history of 
Lake View. She has had several water 
famines within the last two years, and many 

- more have been threatened. Each time there 

has been a promise of relief. But the promise 

has not been kept. Yesterday hundreds of 
complaints peured in at the water office of 
the scarcity of water in the district west of 

Lincoln Park and north of Humboldt Park. 

Whole blocks have been without water in this 

territory since the hot spell set in, and matters 

‘are likely to grow worse. City Engineer 

Clarke says there is no help for it. The Lake 

View water tunnel is not finished. The Lake 

View pumping-works are not completed. And 

the promises. made when there was a water 

famine last have all been broken. 

If truth must be told alli this arises from 
the contract for tunnel work and tunnel ex- 
tension which the government of Lake View 

ueathed to Chicago and the snail-paced 


contractors who came as an appanage of that 
the tunnel 


Lake View Government, have kept tinkering 

at that Lake View tunnel ever since annexa- 

tion, more than three years ago. Last April 
they had completed about 5,700 feet of tunnel. 
They are yet working away in rock, which is 
profitable work for them as they are paid ex- 
tra at the rate of $10 per cubic yard for 
_stone boring and $12 per cubic yard 
for brick. filling. The people of Lake 
’ View became impatient and importunate last 
spring and demanded that something should 
be done to provide water for the territory, and 
to utilize for the purpose the portion of the 
tunnel then completed. - Commissioner Al- 
drich entered into negotiations with the con- 
tractors, consenting, in fact, to give them 
their own price for putting in an intermediate 
crib at the 5,700-foot distance, and permitting 
the city to use the portion of the tunnel com- 
pleted. In cénsideration of the rather high 
price awarded the contractors agreed to have 
the crib in place,-the tunnel ready, and every- 
thing completed by July 11. Here are the 
exact words of the contract: 


The Contract. 

It is farther understood and agreed by and be- 
tween the said Shailer and Schniglau and the 
said (City of Chicago that all the work contem- 
plated by this agreement and contract and the 
specifications hereto attached and made a part 
hereof shali be finished and fully completed and 
ready for letting in the water on or before the 
lith day of July, 1892, and the said Shailer and 
Schnigiau hereby guarantee the entire comple- 
tion of said” work on or before said 1tth day of 
July, 1892. 


The 11th day of July has come and gone, 
but the crib, though in place, is not finished ; 
the other work is not completed; the water is 
not ye | through the tunnel, and the people 
of Lake View are again disappointed and 
angry. Mr. Clarke and Mr. Aldrich tell the 
same old story. The work will soon be com- 
pleted, they say, the pumping works will be 
put in order and everything will be put in 
readiness by the middle of next month. 
Likel when the middle of next 
ssiuth comes there will be more trouble, 

The contractors may not then be willing 
to give up control of the tunnel. They will 
want extras or something else. A portion of 
their contract provides as follows: 

And, further, said Shailer & Schniglau agree 
that in the event of neglect or failure on their part 
to complete said work in the manner and time 
hereby specified and agreed and to the entire sat- 
isfaction of the Commissioner of Public Works 

‘then in such case they agree that the sum of $200 
per day shall be deducted for every day after the 
hits day of July said work remains incompleted. 

t is cisimed. by residents of Lake View 
that there will probably be trouble over this: 
that there wili have to be arbitration or delay 
of some kind, and that the -people will be 
lucky if they are getting water through the 
first half of theirlong delayed tunnel by the 
Ist of September. The dog days will have

In relation to the,scarcity of water in other 
portions of the city, Engineer Clarke says 
there can be no relief until the four-mile tun- 
nel is completed.

CONTRACTS WILL SOON BE AWARDED. 


Something About the Sewage Pumps for 
Seventieth. Street and Vates Avenue. 
Contracts for sewage pumps to be situated 
at Seventieth street and Yates avenue will be 
awarded in a few days. They must be de- 
signed to lift sewage from a well into which 


*the sewers of the district empty and deliver it 


into a six-foot conduit, which in turn empties 
into Lake Michigan. The Engineering Record 
thus describes the process and the plant: 


The sewage well will be 16 feet in diameter and 
the bottom will be 154% feet below the city datum, 
which is the low-water level in Lake Michigan. 
The bottom of the sewers discharging into this 
well will be 11 feet below the city datum, and the 
bottom of the discharge datum will be|L.8 feet be- 
low the datum, making the lift for the pumps 9.2 
feet. The pumping plant is to consist pf two en- 
gines and three boilers. One engine is to havea 
capacity of not less than 15,000,000 ‘egy in 
every twenty-four hours, while the other is to 
have a capacity of not less than 28,000,000 gallons. 
There wil) be three horizontal tubular boilers of 
such size and capacity that any two of them shall 
be easily capable of supplying on a continuous 
run the necessary steam to operate both engines 
at their full rated capacity. All the material 
used in the engines, boilers, and their appurte- 
nances is required to be of the best quality of 
their several kinds, and the contractors are re- 
quired to guarantee the plant to perform the 
work specified, wit':out breakage or other defect 
than normal wear, for one year from and after 
the date of the formal acceptance. The duty: re- 
quired to be develcped, whether the engines 
are working singly or together, is not less than 
70,000,000 pounds mf sewage, raised .one foot high 
for each 100 pounds of best Lehigh coal used in 
the furnaces with a natural draft for a period 
of not less than twenty-four consecutive hours, 
The steam pressure is not toexceed 100 pounds 
per square inchinthe boilers during the duty 
trial, and the above requirements must be met 
without any deduction from the coal consumed 
for clinkers or ashes or for any friction of machin- 
ery, friction of water in the pumps, and connec- 
tions for the use of steam for feed pumps, or for 
any purpose due to the operation of the machin- 
ery as a whole.

William H. Taylor, No. 1304 Chamber of 
Commerce Building, is the mian chiefly in- 
terested in the corporation.

Indeed, I am now waking: gas in 
Kokomo, Ind., where there ate natural gas 
wells, and competing so actively with nature’s 
product that the natural gas men are now of- 
fering to furnish gas free to any who wish to 
put the fixtures in their houses. $1 have a fran- 
chise in Hammond, Rogers Park, and Wau- 
kegan. A syndicate of wealthy Indiana men, 
mostly from Indianapolis, have’ signed a con- 
tract whereby it is to pay me $150,000 cashand 
one-third of the stock of a $3,000,000 company 
for the right to the process in Indiana, Michigan, 
and Ohio. .I have already received part of the 
$150,000 and will get $50,000 this week. A 
large number of gas enginéers have exam- 
ined and tested my gas, among them Sum- 
merville of Indianapolis, Vandeweide of New 
York, and Stevens of Chicago, and they all 
declare that it makes the whitest, brightest, 
cleanest light of any gas that'they have seen. 

**In Baltimore there are five gas-works, all 
under the control of one trust, |Next Monday 
I will begin to tit up one of these works for 
the manufacture of my gas and wil! run it for 
thirty days. If the new arrangement comes 
up to my representations the trust has con- 
tracted to pay for the refitting, not only of 
the first one but of the other four for the new 
system, and I am to receive oné-half of what 
the trust saves in the manufacture of the 
gas by the new process.

TO DECIDE IT TODAY. 


WORLD’S FAIR AMENDMENTS WILL 
BE TESTED IN THE HOUSE. —

Holman Presents the Disagreeing Confer- 
ence Report and Gives Notice of Closure 
for Noon—Democrats Make It a Partisan 
Question—Outhwaite’s Bitter Argument 

'—Friends Believe They Can Keverse 
Last Week's Decision—Will Refrain 
from Voting to Break a Quorum, | 


Wasutxcrox, D. C., July 26.—[Special]+ | 


Tomorrow is the crisis for the World’s Fair. 
Holman, having had a full week to rally his 
forces, is willing that the vote should a second 
time be taken on the $5,000,000 appropriat:on. 
The tactics today indiested that the opposition 
thinks it still has the majority of 12 or 15 


against the appropriation. It is certain 
that there — will be nearly as 
many members on hand as . were 


present a week ago today, when the total vote 
was 233. If, by a preliminary test, the anti- 
Fair members can satisfy themselves that 
they can a second time vote down the fppro- 
priation there will be no trouble avout @ 
quorum. It will be to their advantage to do 
this rather than to filibuster. | 

An amendment offered by Mr. Bankhead of 
Alabama, with Holman’s, connivance, will 
give the opportunity. This amendment is de- 
structive in its nature, as if proposes to strike 
out the word “millions,” which would make 
the amount of silver half-dollars to be coined 
just $5. Every enemy of the Fair will vote 
for this proposition. Nvery friend will vote 
against it. The roll-call will be had before 
the general proposition to agree to the Senate 
amendmeats can be voted on. 

On the basis of a possible 220 votes the fol- 
lowers of Holman claim 115 or 120, The sup- 
porters of the Fair reverse this and claim 
they will have from 115 to 120, It is not cer- 
tain, however, that the total vote will reach 
220. 

If the Bankhead amendment be beaten the 
members fighting the Fair think they will 
know just where they stand, and can then de- 
termine how many shall not vote and thus 
break a quorum. 

They Will Refrain from Voting. 

If they feel that they are outnum bered there 
are between forty and fifty enemies of the Ex- 
position who declare they will refrain from 
voting. The supporters of the appropriation 
can afford to look upon these tactics without 
worry, but 1t would be a sad blow if they 
were outvoted again and the amendments 
sent back to conference with the second dis- 
approval of the House. 

If this should happen the Senate conferrees 
would inevitably have to accept any reason- 
able proposition for a compromise. Svume 
unfounded talk is heard today that Senators 
Hale and Gorman were ready to recede, as 
they had become satisfied: the House could not 
agree to the appropriation. There is no reason 
for this kind of talk until the House has 
actually voted. 

Even then the Senate conferrees would have 
to go back to the Senate for instructions. 
That bedy has already directed to insist on its 
amendments. If the House shows its inten- 
tion to defeat the appropriation by filibuster- 
ing, it is doubtful whether the Senate would 
recede an inch. Under those circumstances 
the conferrees would really have nothing to 
do, for they are awaiting the action of the 
House, and, if it chooses not to act, the Sen- 
ate has simply to sit still and wait. 

Senators usually stick pretty firmly. Nev- 
ertheless, if the House, by a majority vote, 
should again reject the amendments they 
would, by force of circumstance, follow the 
advice of their conferrees fora compromise. So 
long as the House does not give this positive 
vote there need be no fear of any compromise. 

It would be a great relief to the Senate if 
the House would reverse its action of last 
week and accept the amendments. Then the 
whole question could (be settled within 
twenty-four hours. It is-needless to say that 
the friends of the Fair are making herculean 


efforts to secure this result. They feel 
sure that if the vote is about 
what it was last week they 


will have a small majority. But they are 
powerless to get a quorum of their own, be- 
cause they are comgiderably short of the 167 
votes needed Soudiibpantoasn. 

Will Make It a Partisan Matter. 

The opposition today showed its determina- 
tion to make the question a partisan one. 
This is the only way that Holman thinks the 
appropriation can be beaten. Decent Demo- 
crates will blush for it, yet the hope of defeat- 
ing the World’s Fair rests entirely on the suc- 
cess of Holman, McMillin, Gates, Sayers, 
Dockery, and other leading Democrats in 
raising a party issue. Their efforts to defeat 
it on its own inerits seeming likely to fail they 
have invoked the party whip. 

Outhwaite’s speech today touched the key- 
note. It was full of partisan malevolence and 
sneers at the Republican Senate for insisting 
on the appropriation. Sneers were likewisé 
plentiful for the Illinois Democrats who have 
asked their party in Congress if not willing to 
treat the Exposition on broadly national 
grounds at least to heed political conditions. 

It was noticeable today that a good many 
Democratic members who have not been seen 
in their seats for a week were on hand waiting 
to vote against the Fair. The presence of so 
many of them gave rise to the belief that 
Holman felt confident of defeating the Expo- 
sition without resorting to breaking a quoruin. 

It has te be said that Chicago’s own weap- 
ons have been turned against it. The bad ad- 
vice given to ignore Congress anyhow has 
been quoted. Sohave the declarations that 
because of Sunday closing Chicago would re- 
ject the appropriation with scorn. These 
hasty utterances have not changed any votes, 
but they have given those who are against the 
Fair pretexts for fighting the appropriation. 

They Came Up Late. 

The World’s Fair sections of the Sundry 
Civil bill were not ‘taken up in.the House 
until late in the afternoon, the conference re- 
port having been delayed by conflicting en- 
gagements of the conferrees. Members had 
been expecting it for hours and, in order notto 
be caught nappiny, kept themselves within ear- 
shot of the chamber. The opposition mem- 
bers were especially vigilant on account of 
current rumors that the work of the friends 
of the Exposition has won a good many ac- 
cessions to their ranks since the subject was 
last before the House. 

The formality of reading the report of the 
conferrees was never more tedious, because it 
gave no fresh information and the temperature 
of ‘the chamber was almost unbearable. 
Everybody was armed with a fan and many 
lounged in the doorways and lobbies to get a 
breath of cool air, while aswarm of swelter- 
ing statesmen surrounded the big cooler of 
lemonade in the cloak-room, 

Mr. Holman tried to have an agreement by 
unanimous consent for debate on the World’s 
Fair appropriation to run until half-past 11 


.tomorrow, with the understanding that at that 


time the voting on the Senate proposition and 
all amendments thereto should begin. The 
friends of the Fair protested against delay. 

‘ Demanded an Immediate Vote, 

Gen, Bingham of Pennsylvania, their rep- 
resentative on the Conference cominittee, 
urged an immediate vote. Cries of ** Vote,’ 
** Vote,”’ went up in chorus, but Holman was 
not ready to have a test vote, and his support- 
ers were clamorous for time to talk. So Hol- 
man took the floor for the hour allowed him 
by the rules and parceled it out to the opposi- 
tion, first giving notice that he would call the 
previous question at noon tomorrow. 

By this arrangement Gen, Bingham is also 
entitled to an hour, and all amendments of- 
fered must be submitted before tomorrow 
noun or before the previous question is 
ordered. Then the voting will begin on the 
pending amendments and finally on the main 
proposition without further discussion. A 
motion to concur mm the Senate amendment 
will, if made, take precedence of a motion to 
insist upon disagreement. 

Mr. Holman yielded to Mr. Bankhead of 
Alabama, one of the most active opponents 
of the appropriation, who sent up an amend- 
ment to strike out the word “‘ millions.” As 
the effect of this would be to make the appro- 
priation $5 instead of $6,000,000 its purpose 
seems to be to have a preliminary test of 
strength. 

Mr. Cobb of Missouri was permitted to send 
upan amendment providing that the salary 
claimed by Miss Phosbe Couzins, amounting 
to $6,417, shall be paid out of the appropria- 
tion. This was ruled out of order by the 
Speaker. | 

Onthwaite Denounces the Bill.

Outnwaite of Ohio, who denounced the pro-

Having 
quo from a Chicago paper a declaration 
that Congress had put a stain upon Chicago 
which Chicago will efface, he said: ‘“ Let’s 


- give ’em a chance to do it.”’ 


After referring to aspersions upon Con 
by Chicago papers he said he would ve 
voted for a loan if secured by a first hen, but 
not for a gift, Chicago begged for the honor 
and glory of having the Fair, and it was given 
it under pledges. Now let it raise the money. 
It will yet be ashained that it tried to put its 
arms into the National Treasury. 

Veered Onto the Force Bill 

Gen. Joe Wheeler of Alabama took a posi- 
tion on the Republican side of the chamber, 
and after condemning the proposed appropri- 
ation as a “gift to a corporation of untold 
wealth,’”’ while distress is widespread, etc., he 
proceeded to denounce the force bill and to 
review the part taken by Chairman Carter of 
the National Republican committee, and Sec- 
retary McComas of the same committee, 
ag in Congress, in support of the Election 
bill. 

His peculiarities of utterance and gesture 
made Wheeler and his political harangue a 
matter of much amusement to his hearers. 

Mr. Washington of Tennessee expressed 
great admiration for Chicago and his desire 
and belief that the Exposition will be a great 
success, the greatest the world has ever seen. 


But it ought not to be made so 
at the expense of the taxpayers of 
the Union. He quoted the now threadbare 


remarks of “‘that illustrious leader of the 
House,’”’ Mr. Springer, that it would be better 
to raise the necessary money on bonds than 
to tax the toiling masses; Lilinois will see that 
the Fair is not a failure; Chicago will not 
come to Congress for aid, etc. 

Mr. Washington wanted to know what Con- 
gressmen could say to their constituents if 
Congress gave money to Chicago and refused 
to loan money to farmers upon such security 
as they had to give. He was also opposed to 
it because the government would be made a 
partner and liable for losses, 

Mr. Coombs of New York took sides with 
the opposition, because the stockholders and 
Chicago would be preferred creditors. He 
reviewed some of the enormous benefits which 
will accrue to Chicago from the Expositidn 
including the turn in the tide of trade and 
population to that city. He would favor a 
loan secured by first lien, and challenged the 
friends of the Fair to accept it in lieu of an 
appropriation. 

Mr. Otis of Kansas, Farmers’ Alliance, de- 
nounced the appropriation as a gigantic 
swindle, 

Mr. Cheatham of Nortb Carolina, colored, 
offered an amendment providing for an ex- 
hibit illustrative of the progress of the colored 
race, 

Wrangled Over the Color Question. 


Representatives Dingley of Maine and Bing- 


ham of Pennsylvania contended with Holman . 


and others for the admission of this amend- 
ment to be voted on tomorrow, but a long 
wrangle developed the fact that Holman hav- 
ing yielded for amendments in his time 
Cheatham’s amendment had no parliament- 
ary status. Finally there was a tacit under- 
standing that it may be voted on tomorrow. 
Col. Abner Taylor spoke for ten minutes in 
reply to Wheeler and Outbwaite, and showed 
that Chicago had fully complied with every 
obligation assumed or required of it under the 
law. He pointed out the obligationd resting 
on Congress in view of what Chicago 


had already done. Col. Taylor argued 
that it was a national and not 
a local Exposition and. pleaded for 


the treatment which war due a great national 
enterprise. He repelled sharply Outhwaite’s 
demagogism and also paid his respects to 
Washington of Tennessee, The latter, he 
said, professed to be against an appropriation 
by the government, yet had voted to locate 
the Fair in the City of Washington, which 
would have required an appropriation of $15,- 
000,000 


Owen Scott replied to the allegation that a 
private corporation was to be fostered, and ad- 


‘ verted to the ee ag me remarks of Outhwaite. 
t 


He deprecated the introduction of politics, but 
suggested to the Democrats that they had 
nothing to gain in Illinois and the Northwest 
by standing in the way of the success of the 
World’s Fair and of the country’s progress. 
The Republicans saw the advantage to their 
party in supporting the enterprise. 

They Fear the General Welfare Clause. 

Mr. Boatner, Democrat, of Louisiana made 
clear the power of Congress under the Consti- 
tution to make a loan or an appropriation for 
the World’s Fair, prefacing his argument 
with the remark that the average Demo- 
crat was afraid of the general welfara 
clause of the Constitution as a moon- 
eyed horse is shy of a stump in the 
road. Having showed that Congress has the 
to right make a loan or appropriation for the 
general welfare of the Nation, he argued that 
having the right Congress could prescribe such 
terms as it saw fit. He answered the objec. 
tions of those who put this appropriation upon 
the low level of the Subtreasury scheme. 

Referring to the repeated allusions to 

ledges volunteered by Springer and others 

e said if this was a Chicago Fair it woulda be 
of some consequence what they promised, but 
this is not a Chicago matter. It isa national 
affair, and the President and National Com- 
mission have performed the duties as- 
signed them under the law by prescribing 
the scope of the enterprise, inviting foreign 
nations, etc. The national honor is con- 
cerned in making it what it should be, and 
Congress should give the necessary aid. It is 
a non-partisan matter, a great national in- 
dustrial enterprise forthe general welfare of 
the whole country. 

Mr. O’ Neill of Pennsylvania thought Con- 
gress could make a loan or an appropriation, 
and he would favor either, though he preferred 
it should be a loan as in the case of the Phila- 
Centennial. Philadelphia then 

Congress was giving a 
and a half, but Mr. 
Springer got some words in the bill 
whien the courts held made italoan. In the 
New Orleans case Congress thought it was 
making a loan, but it turned out to be a gift, 
and nobody has asked that the money be re- 
turned. 
This ended the talking for the day.

The Coquitlam Received Sealskins 
Poachers in Alaskan Waters. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., July 26.—{ Special. ]— 
> * Advices received by the Secretary of the 
Treasury from Collector Hatch at Sitka pre- 
dict the success of the libel laid against the 
British supply steamer Coquitlam with its 
cargo of seulskins'taken from the poaching 
vessels in Bering Sea. According to the ap- 
praisement made under the direction of the 
United States Marshal the vessel and cargo 
are valued at $75,000, all the former with the 
exception of coal being in the government 
under the care of United States 
officials. These sealskins, 6,191 in all, 
were unloaded within four leagues of the 
coast of Alaska, near the Island of Afognak, 
which is within the jurisdiction of Alaska. 
None of the vessels at the time of unloading 
had come to the proper place to discharge 
cargo, nor had they sought or obtained the 
proper authority for such a discharge and had 
no legitimate business in the waters where 
they turned over the sealskins to the Coquit- 
lam. Treasury Department officials are much 
gratified at this big hauéof sealskins, and as 
the names of the offending vessels are known 
to the customs officeks it is expected that the 
next communication from Bering Sea will 
contain information of their seizure.

INTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS.

Commissioner Mason Files His Preliminary 
Report—An Increase Shown, 

Wasninaton, D. C., July 26.—[Special.]— 
John W. Mason, commissioner of internal 
revenue, has made a preliminary report of the 
operations of that service for the fiscal year 
ended June 30,1892. The total collections 
from all sources of internal revenue for the 
fiscal year just ended were $158,857,543; for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1891, $146,035,- 
615; increase, $7,822,128. This result, the com- 
missioner says, is most gratifying when taken 
in connection with the fact that there was a 
decrease in the receipts from the tax on snuff, 
tobacco, and the special taxes relating to to- 
bacco of $1,795,777. 

The quantities of distilled spirits, ferment- 
ed liquors, manufactured tobacco, snuff, 
cigars, cigarettes, and oleomargarine on 
which tax was paid during the last fiscal year, 
together with the rate of increase as com- 

ared with the previous fiscal year, are as

The Weather All That Could’ Be Desired 
for That Staple. 

Toprexa, Kas., July 26.—[Special. ]—Secre- 
tary Mohler of the State Board of Agriculture 
said today that he had ino report or any per- 
sonal knowledge of the'damage to the corn 
crop from drought or hot winds in Kansas, 
even in counties affected that way. Should 
the present hot weather continue a week or 
ten days longer it will not necessarily be 
detrimental, though there might be isolated 
cases where damage would result. The heavy 
rains early in the season saturated the ground 
thoroughly and to su¢h a depth that the 
good effects are sti!l perceptible. 

Further protection against harm is afforded 
by the corn itself, which has grown to sucna 
height and is so thick ag by its shade to retain 
the moisture in the ground and keep the sur- 
face from baking. In fact, this coupled with 
the hot sunshine really afforded the exact in- 
fluences for good growihg weather, and noth- 
ing better could be asked or desired. This 
rule applies in general throughout the State, 
and estimates of the yield from the most au- 
thentic sources place it higher every day. 


GOOD WEATHER FOR CORN. 


The Crop Will Not Reach That of Last 
Year, However—Needing Rain, 

Sprineriztp, Ill, July 26.—[Special.]— 
Farmers and grain-dealers generally regard 
the weather of the last few days as perfect for 
corp. Corn is growing rapidly under the hot 
sun and there is a sufficient understratum of 
dampness to prevent if from suffering. It 
will take two weeks of such weather to ripen, 
they say, without rain to injure the grain, un- 
less it were visited by! blasting hot winda, 
which have not yet oceurred here. It is all 
tasseling out while yet below the normal 
height for that process; but with, favorable 
conditions in the future no danger is feared 
from this fact. Under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances the crop cannot equal that of last 
Conservative estimates place the fig- 
ures at 25 per cent below last year’s crop. A 
little rain, though not epsential, would be ac- 
— just now. 

e weather crop bulletin of the Illinois 
weather service gives the following summary 
of the weather and crop conditions prevailing 
throughout Illinois durimg the week ending 
July 25: 

The temperature of the past seven days has 
been above the normal throughout the State. At 
Springfield the daily extess was four degrees. 
The percentage of sunshine for the week was 
slightly above a seasonabie average. Except in 
the central and a few of the northern counties the 
rainfall was below 2 seasdnable average, and very 
unevenly distributed. The heaviest rainfalls in 
inches and hundreths reported were: Piatt 
County, 3.12; Schuyler, 2.03; Logan, 2.00; Coles, 
1.15; Pike, 1.10; Tazewell, 1.08; Vermillion, 1.02; 
La Salle, 0.387; Fulton and Macon, 0.80. No rain 
fell in McHenry, Richland, and Union Counties. 

Crop condition: The weather conditions have 
affected the corn crop very favorably. it is re- 
ported making a rapid growth, generally in good 
condition, and in some sections tasseling out. in 
the central counties the high wind and heavy 
rain of the 20th inst. did considerable damage to 
the growing crops and to wheat and hay in stack. 
In many fields corn was broken off near the 
ground. Rain would greatly benefit the corn, 
especially in the southern counties. 
heat is now being harvested in many of the 
northern counties, while in the Southern and 
central portions uf the State thrashing is pro- 
gressing. Scott County reports an average yield 
of about 15 bushels to the acre, Logan from 15 to 
20, Vermilion about 15, nF Sangamon about 20. 


Rye harvesting is still in progress, and the re- 
ports indicate the yield will be light. 

In the central and southern counties hay is 
about all cut, and the yield is reported good, both 
as to quantity and guality. In the northern 
counties the crop will be ‘mostly cut during the 
present week. | 

The harvesting of oats in the northern and cen- 
trai is general and about completed in the soutb- 
ern counties, where the yield is reported 

There isno improvement in the outlook for 


fruit. McHeury County feports ‘that the apples 
are srepyns from the trees and that the crop 
will be a failare.

BREAK THEIR RECORD FOR SMOKE. 


Chicago’s Most Obnoxious Chimneys Ex- 
cel Their Former Efforts. 

For some reason the Chicago chimneys 
which are in the habit’ of stnoking were more 
obnoxious than usual yesterday afternoon. 
The Edison stack of course threw off a heavy 
black cloud that was sufficient in itself to 
cover the city like a pall. In addition the 
Masonic Teimple, the Hub, the Rand-McNally 
Building, the new stack which has just been 
erected by L. Z. Leiter on Washington street, 
near Madison, and a dozen other major and 
minor nuisances were distinguishing them- 
selves, 

In the vicinity of the Monadnock Building, 
where the Smoke Society has its headquar- 
ters, the chimneys were most obnoxious in 
their operation. The chimney of the Victoria 
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ONE BUILDING FROM THE SOCIETY’S WINDOWS. 


Hotel was wreathed in a cloud of smoke all 
afternoon. The Hub chimney smoked away 
merrily, while complaint after complaint was 
sent in by people having offices and stores in 
its vicinity. 

The Union League club house, directly to 
the west of the Monadnock building, was 
a notable example of the Chicago smoke 
nuisance. The Union League club 1s con- 
sidered the originator of the movement in the 
line of a society for prevention of smoke. It 
is therefure especially inappropriate that its 
chimneys should misbehave and that clouds 
of smoke froin it should be blown directly up 
to the society’s offices. The club-heuse chim- 
ney has been a model up to within a week 
ago, when it began its present tactics, 

On the opposite side of the Monadnock 
Building is a stack belonging to the building 
occupied by the Central Electne-Light com- 
pany, which is considered at present one of 
the most obnoxious chimneys in the city. 

The Central Electric Light company has 
been most unfortunate in its efforts to abate 
the smoke nuisance. At theold plant in the 
Adams Express Building and the present plant 
at Nos. 21 to 25 Plymouth place seven or eight 
different devices have been tried and the offi- 
cers of the company say that their efforts in 
the way of suppressing stnoke have cost them 
something like $5,000 or $6,000. They now 
have two Murphy furnaces and two or three 
Western smoke preventers in operation. They 
have tried the McKenzie furnace, the Hutchi- 
son, Lee, and Merrill devices and finally have 
decided to adopt the Hawley system. Two 
furnaces have already been fitted up with the 
Hawley devices and as soon as possible the 
reinaining boilers of the plant are to be 
equipped in like manner. Until this is done 
the chimney of the six-story building at Nos, 
21 and 25 Plymouth place will be an eye-sore 
to the Society for the Prevention of Smoke, 
It is in excellent range from the society’s win- 
dows on the east side of the Monadnock Block 
and seems to be constantly throwing out a 
dense cloud of smoke. 

According to Smoke Inspector George the 
Central Electric Light company has had one 
series of misfortunes after another. it has 
tried all these various devices, was burned out 
of the Adams Express Building, and, finally, 
when it secured the present quarters on Piym- 
outh place, found that the flues were not 
properly built, and that there was not suffi- 
cient furnace room. It occupies the lower 
floor of the building only with its electric 
plant, but furnishes heat, light, and power to 
tenants through the upper part of the build- 
ing. Across the north face of the building ap- 
pears the name of the Amencan Paper com- 
pany. This company. however, removed 
from the premises some three mopths ago, 
and the appearance of its name across the 
building and association with one of the worst 
smoking plants in the city is another case of 
poor dog Tray. ;

The Chicago Belt Line Railroad Company 
Had 100 Feet Right of Way Through 
the Land, Which Is in the Southern 
Part of Cicero, and, Since the Enterprise 
Was Abandoned, J udge Tuley Gives the 
Complainant Company a Clear Title to 
All the Land—Court plows.

Tuley yesterday in the suit of the Chicago Na- 
tional Stock-Yards company against the Chi- 
cago Belt Line railroad company, removing 
a cloud to the title of 474 jacres of land in the 
southern portion of Cicerd, created by 100 feet 
right of way granted to the defendant corpora- 
tion. 
The Chicago Belt Line) ‘railroad company 
was organized in Augu4t, 1880, to construct 
and maintain a belt railrdad from a point on 
Lake Michigan near South Chicago, thence 
west to the Town of Worth, then to the 
northwest: corner of = and from there 
to the shore of the lake in Lake View. 
Charles A. Eckstromer, a | bachelor, was then 
owner of the laud referred to and he, with 
others, agreed to give tlie proposed railroad a 
right of way through his land with the idea 
that the railroad would benefit the remainder 
of the property. It wag understood, how- 
ever, that the road was to be built within two 
years. 

A year later Eckstromer conveyed the land 
to Alexander Johnson for | $20,000, subject to 
an ineumbrance of $12,000, and also subject 
to the right of way of the Belt Line railroad 
company. About this time there was a press- 
ure in the money market which crippled the 
railroad engerprise and if was abandoned. 
The Stock- Yards company [purchased the land 
in 1891 and the deed contained the right of 
way clauge.

The French Giant, pater ua Quit After Each 
Had Won a Fall. 

New York, July 26,—| Special. ]}—The French 

giant, Apolon, master of all the wrestlers in 

his own country, fell a victim im the Academy 


of Music last evening to the American cham- | 


pion Greco-Roman wrestler, Ernest Roeber. 
The match was for $1,000 a side and the cham- 
pionship of the world, Greco-Roman style. 
The Academy was crowded from pit to dome 
with sweltering enthusiasts. Stephen ©’ Don- 
nell was chosen to referee the match. William 
Muldoon acted as umpire for Roeber, and 
Maurice Kaufmann served in the same office 
for Apolon. 

Apolon weighed 265 pounds and stood 6 feet 
two inches in » height. ‘He is head and shoul- 
ders ere Roeber. Roeber weighed just 1350 


pounds. 

Apolon, after a few ineffectual attempts to 
get a hold, caught Roeber by the wrists and 
threw him to one side as if he had been so 
much cotton bailed fur shipment. The French- 
man’s greater strength was apparent, and his 
admirers at once predicted an easy win for 
him. This they felt sure of a short time after- 
ward when the stranger scored the first fall. 

The smaller man cutout the pace in the 
second bout. After a bit of bag around 
Roeber got a Nelson hold, and, lifting Apolon, 
attempted to throw him, but in doing so fell, 
with the big man ontopof him. Quick asa 
flash Roeber rolled his opponent on his back. 
When he finally got the grip he wanted he 
gave a tug and a gruntand Apolon’s shoulder- 
blades touched the carpet at one and the 
same time. A mighty cheer went up at this. 
Apolon limped off the carpet, making wry 
faces. He told his seconds that his hip was 
hurt, and gritted his teeth. 

The time of the second bout was five min- 
utes six.seconds. The wind-up was made 
lively while it lasted by Roeber’s efforts to 
down his opponent, the latter being on the 
defensive most of the time. After four min- 
utes’ work Roeber got a grip aroynd Apol- 
on’s body, where, he alleged, he was injured 
in the second bout, and gave that part of his 
anatomy his undivided attention. Slowly the 
Frenchman began to weaken until finally, at 
the eud of five minutes and forty-three sec- 
onds, he snapped Roeber’s lock and limped 
from the stage. In other words, he quit. He 
appeared to suffer considerable pain. 


CANADA’S EXPORT TRADE. 


It Has Increased Considerably in Spite of 
the McKinley Tariff,

They Declare That the Combine’s Repre- 


sentatives in This City Have Openly 
Predicted This Result—Important Meet- 
ing to Be Held in New York This Week 
~—Local Men in the Trade Want to Ad- 
_wance Another 25 Cents—State of Busi- 
ness in Chicago at the Present Time. 
The regular monthly meeting of the anthra- 


cite roads’ sales agents will be held in New 
York this week. There seems to be little 


. doubt that an advance of 25 cents will be or- 
- dered. Such isthe information in possession 


of leading men in the trade. Besides, the 
combiae’s representatives in this city have 
openly y;redicted this resylt. Since the an- 
thracite fields came into the control of the 
Reading these monthly gatherings of sales 


agents have been largely perfunctory affairs. 


What the agents would do has in each in- 
stance, it 1s said, been decided ten days be- 


- forehand by the small clique which constitutes 
the controlling force of the combine, It was 


said yesterday that a proposal to make the 
advance 50 cents Aug. 1 had been debated, 
and that the decision had been made against 
it, on the ground that cénsumers’ wants were 
_not yet necessitous enough to force them to 
‘ purchase coal. 

The local dealers’ organization will meet 
immediately after the agents meeting in New 
Mork. It is very likely that a proposition will 
Be made that the Chicago association tack on 
an additional 25 cents to the August price. 


’ There will be an effort to have the proposal 


adopted. 

Many dealers, the smaller ones especially, 
ate greatly dissatisfied with the $1 difference 
which has thus far existed between the Read- 
ing’s and the regular retail price. They claim 
that this is too small a margin to cover the 
heavy expenses of the business and that 
scarcely any profit is left. The burden fails 
heaviest on the men who do business on a 
smnali capital. The sentitment of the larger 
dealers is against any. advance by the local 
organization, and they will probably oppose 
the attempt to make one. 

There is more activity in the business than 
there was a month ago, but transactions are 
tar below the figures of last year. 

Consumers Holding Off. 
““A few of the consumers who buy their 


wintér’s supply in advance are laying in coal,” . 


said a dealer yesterday, “but the great ma-* 
' jority are still holding off in the hope that the 
combine will smash and* carry prices down. 

The rule of 
monthly deliveries is pressing severely upon 
- dealers. We have customers who purchase 
» gay twenty tons for the winter’s use. They ‘

ance when they have room for it. We find it 
difficult to convince many of them that we 
can no longer make any such arrangement, 
inasmuch as dealers can only buy for delivery 
during the month and cannot guarante® tes that 
August prices will prevail in September. The
